Some advance in rates is impera- 
tive, the commission’said, in the war 
emrgency. 

The penbrnebindations signed by 
Chairman Hall were accompanied by 
a supplementary report by Commitr- 
sioher McChord who satd he believed 
that if the President would take over 
operation of the railroads “vastly 1m- 
proved transportation conditions can 
be promptly secured.” 

Text of Special 

After reviewing the extraordinary 
demand on the railroads during the 
last year and the increases in labor 
and material costs, the commission’s 
special report says: 

.“The’ act to regulate commerce 
was not enacted to meet such a sit- 
uation. The carriers have the right 


to demand at our hands, and it ts

“For the first time since the rev- 
olution,”’ he said, “we hear from the 
lips of a representative of the allied 
powers a sanction of the right of 
Russia to bring forward the question 
of peace, independent of ‘victories’ 
on the front, or the overthrow of 
‘Prussian imperialism.’ The recog- 
nition comes somewhat late, perhaps, 
and many will smile when reading 
how  Lieutenant-Colonel Judson 
makes a virtue of necessity. It is 
difficult to deny a country the right 
of raising the question of a general 
peace when it is on the eve of a@ sep- 
arate ong. In any case the words of 
the representative of America raise 
the hope that the question of peace 
may be put on a more solid founda- 
tion and encompassed with fewer 
dangers than has been the case thus 
far. 

“T am inclined to believe that this 
state of affairs has arisen not be- 
cause of platonic sympathy of Amer- 
ica toward Russia, of which Amerli- 
can capitalists wish to convince me, 
but because after the events of the 
‘last days the. American diplomats 
have understood that they cannot 
overcome the Russian revolution and 
therefore, wish to cultivate friendly 
relations, thinking this would be a 
splendid means for meeting the com- 
petition of German and English cap- 
ital after the war.”

Definite Announcement Is Made 
That Defendant Will De- 
scribe Happening. 


CONCORD, N. C., Dec. 5.—Defi- 
nite announcement that Gaston B. 
Means would take the stand in his

Vive Valid Objections. 


Ze the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Our reason for objecting to the passage 
ef the proposed United Railways ordi- 
nance. Of the many objectionable sec- 
tious in the proposed ordinance pending 
in the, Board of Aldermen, we will en- 
veéavor to express a fow of the most wub- 
noxious features pertaining to the welfare 
of the citizens, and will offer ©. tew rem- 
edies or suggestions that will assist in 
making St. Louis a2 more progressive city. 

1. Service which has been the cry of 
the entire city for some time, appears to 
be given little consideration, if any, in the 
nroposed ordirance. United Railways pa- 
trons have been compelled to wait fur cars 
in the rush hour periods from 15 minutes 
to longer time, trying to board one of the 
cars. During such time few cars will 
pass, and those cars wil) be packed to 
their fullest capacity. And during th? day 
when traffic is not heavy. the waiting 
periods are much longer. It appears that 
the United Railways Co. cares little if 
service is rendered or not, and the pro- 
posed ordinance seems to express the sanie 
attitude. 

2. Very little attention has been given 
~to the morality and the health of our 
cilizens., People are crushed and jainmed 
into the cars like,a lot of baggage in ex- 
press cars. Clothes are torn and disar- 
ranged by the herding orders of con- 
ducters, “Step forward,’ and that order 
continues until the patrons reach. thelr 
destination. The health feature is given 
little thought, patrons are compelled to 
treathe into one another's faces, inhaling 
the foul air contairing disease of eyoery 
description, and yet the: ordinance says 
not one word of the above noted evils. 

3. In spite of the above noted objec- 
tions you will find a section in the ordi- 
nance giving the United Railways Co. the 
right to haul express and freight matter. 

Congestion having been the watchword 
of the United Railways Co., stating they 
are unable to put on more cars to handle 
the traffic, as the 2ars were running too 
close at present. Probably too close for 
the United Railways, 
thelr patrons are deserving.”’ 


It is probable that the freight will be). 


handled at night: if such is the plan one 
can foresee the 24-hour day for St. Louis 
‘itizens and no rest for their patrons who 
may be unfortunate to live on streets 
where such cars will pass. 

Little consideration is given to the fact 
that a few thousand chauffeurs and team- 
asters will be thrown ‘out of employment bv 
that apparently little section contained ir 
that ordinance. If every man employed 
in that industry could see that point there 
would be one vigorous protest against the 
/ jyassage of such an ordinance. 

4. Last but not least a section contain- 
ing these words: “In case the city sha!l 
+lect by ordinance to purchase and take 
ever the street railway system of the 
company, as provided above,”” meaning 1. 
an earlier section, “that the full purchase 
price shall be $60,000,000, plus the added 
capital value that will be added from 
time.to time, then the city shall pay the 
company, therefore *<he full purchase price. 

This section appears to be ridiculous— 
think of the amount the city would have 
to pay In a few years should this fran. 
«hise go through. It would seem prob- 
able tf the Aldermen were representatives 
of the people they would at least demand 
that an inventory shail determine the 
ty price. 

- The ordinance as a whole, upon be- 
pee ‘enacted, would at once take away th» 
sovereign rights of our city government, 
establishing the corporation monopoly 

over the city of St. Louis.

OUR WAR AIMS. 

History does not record an utterance touching 
international dealings of greater interest and 
import than the message delivered yesterday by 
President Wilson to the Congress of the United 
States. 

The President shattered the ancient temple 
of secret diplomacy. He broke the sacred ves- 
sels of lies and shams. He overturnéd the tables 
of conscienceless intrigue where ambitious rulers 
traded lands and peoples. 

He laid bare the mind and heart of America. 
Repudiating intent or desire to gain selfish ends 
he stated our objects in the war with a candor 
and clarity which made them intelligible to the 
humblest and proof against misinterpretation by 


™*Y ‘the subtiest intellect. : 
He declared war to a finish with the Prussian 


military autocracy. 

He asked for a declaration of war against Aus- 
tria-Hungary as a measure of military necessity. 
While refraining from asking declarations of 
war against Turkey and Bulgaria on the ground 
that they were mere tools of Germany, he de- 
clared “we would go wherever the necessities 
of the war carried us.” 

He designated Austria-Hungary as a vassal of 
Germany. 

He did not’ mince words in speaking of the

declared that. the German Power, as ‘‘a menace

without conscience or honor or capacity for cov-

He defined our object as a just peace accom- 
plished “by the overcoming of evil, by the defeat 
once for all of the sinister forces that interrupt 
peace and render it impossible.”

Our general purpose in peace settlements are 
broadly embodied in the following paragraph:

The 
world will not permit the commission of 
similar wrongs as a means of reparation and 
settlement.

The -difference 
between the original contract price and the price 
paid by the United Railways is the rakeoff which

Improvement in Athletics 


Expected After the War 


With Sports Being Fostered in Half a Hundred Army Camps in 
This Country, There Will Be Well-Trained Men to 
Take Up Every Line. 


By Robert Edgren. 


FTER this war there will be a great advance in athletic sports and a 


new period of record breaking. 


This is sure to come when millions 


of men who would normally have been engaged in ordinary business af- 
fairs are given months or years of ‘iard training. Some of these will take 


up athletic sports and others will be more interest 
| ike sports, like football and boxing, and will develo 
‘interest in their families. 


There will be thousands of new 
boxers in the country after the war. 
Some of them will no doubt rank 
among the champions. And after 
the splendid results of trainng a mil- 
ton men in boxing during the war 
the state that doesn’t encourage box- 
ing as a sport after the war is going 
to be regarded as a back number, 
and the public official who wants 


boxing obliterated will be voted 4a) 


member of the dodo class. 

Today in half a hundred great 
camps there are thousands of men 
being taught to box. There will be 


‘company, regimental, battalion and 


brigade championships at every box- 
irg weight. There will be more glove 
fighting in the next year than there 
has been in the past 100 years all 
over the world. ; 


Boxing Is Compulsory. 
And we are not the only people 
developing boxers among our fighting 


men. Boxing is a compulsory part 
of the training of Canadian, Austral- 
ian, Irish, Scotch and English sol- 
diers. The boxing scheme as a part 
of military training was perfected by 
Capt. Tom Flanagan of the Canadian 
Hig system was later adopted 
for all British troops, both in train- 
ing camps and at the front, 

The French took up boxing several 
years before the war and made it 
their best professional gport. With 
Carpentier, Ledoux and other Euro- 
pean champions to arouse interest in 
the game in France, it became ex- 
tremely popular. The French were 
always expecting an invasion by the 
Germans, and doing exerything in 
their power to prepare for defense. 
They found boxing a splendid thing 
to train men, giving them fighting 


skill and confidence and spirit. They | 


had their company and regimental 
boxing championships just like the 
English. No doubt French and Brit- 
ish will both develop a lot of topnotch 
glove men when the war is over. 


Real ‘World’s Champions’ Then. 


Imagine new, well-trained cham- 
pions from the United States, Can- 
ada, Australia, England and Ireland 


‘and France, all after the heavyweight 
| title! 


That will be somewhat of a 
contrast to the sluggish situation that 


‘has obtained ever since Jess Willard 
“copped the crown” at Havana and 
| found no other rival seriously threat- 
| ening the supremacy. 


The purses may not be quite as big. 
with dozens of men in each class well 
matched and fighting for the suprem- 
acy. But there will be better fighting 
and more of it. 

As for baseball, Ban Johnson’s la- 
ment that the game will lose its ad- 
vanced state of perfection if the big 
league stars go to war is a joke. 
Baseball is being played with a fair 
degree of skill by thousands of men 
in the camps, and as they are young 
men, and well trained men of good 


in all sorts of war- 
and encourage this 


habits and physique, and a ‘full 
share of intelligence, and more than 
average aggressiveness, a lot of them 
are going to become unusually good 
ball wallopers. 


Auto Racing Will Improve. 


Take the automobile racing men. 
Automobile racing as a sport has been 


stopped by the American Automobile 
Association, which will grant no more 
racing licenses during the war. But 
this doesn’t méan the end of auto 
racing, by a long shot. There are 
hundreds—perhaps thousands—of dar- 
ing youngsters now in the army 
handling automobiles. And some of 
those who drive officers’ cars along 
the fighting front will do a little pri- 
vate cross-country looping-it that 
would make the hair of any ordinary 
board-track racing driver curl tight 
to his head. There will be ten times 
as many expert automobile drivers 
and automobile mechanics and repair 
men after the war than there are 
now. 

As for new sports—what’s the mat- 
ter with the aircraft? A few years 
ago we were reading about the fool 
experiments of the Wright brothers, 
who were mysteriously hiding out 
somewhere in the sand dunes taking 
running jumps with outspread wings, 
to see how far they could soar. Then 
they added a gasoline motor—what a 
crude thing that motor would be 
compared to the marvellous engines 
that drive the war planes! 

Flying has developed to such an 
extent now that a race around the 
world with heavier-than-air machines 
will be perfectly possible within a 
few years. Many who read this col- 
umn today will fly acrosa the Atlantic 
or the Pacific Ocean.
